militant element of Negroes is 
trying in every way to force the 
lending in of federal troops."

ing the weekend shooting of a 
Negro by a city policeman. 


John W. Wilder was shot and 


killed by officer Edward Nugent 
early last Saturday. A coroner's 
jury ruled the death justifiable 
homicide. 


Soaked by Rains 
Infantry Crouch in 
Holes, Await Shelling 


BIEN HOA, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — Crouched in foxholes as 
deep and muddy as they were in 
World War II, infantrymen oi 
the U.S. 1st Division outside 
Bien Hoa prepared for another 
night of Viet Cong shelling. 


The confusion that followed 


their first Communist attack 
Sunday night was gone. "We've 
settled down now; we know how 
to handle the problem," said 
Col. John Simmons of Fort Ril- 
ey, Kan., commander of the di- 
vision's 2nd Brigade. 


Simmons' men have been un- 


der fire three of the eight nights 
they have spent in Viet Nam. 


Brush Cleared 


All day, five heavy bullzoers 


cleared brush from in front of 
the forward positions of the 18th 
Regiment's 2nd Battalion. This 
battalion has borne the brunt of 
the Viet Cong assaults and has 
lost three men killed. Many 
more were wounded. 


By late afternoon, all the for- 


ward positions had clear fields 
of fire. "We'll get anything that 
comes by now," said Lt. Col. 
John H. Hougen, the battalion 
commander. 


But the division can't control 


the weather. Each night the 
Viet Cong has begun firing in 
the midst of a torrential down- 
pour. 


Blinded by Rain 


The 1st Division troops, blind- 


ed by rain and soaked through, 
have to make huge efforts to 
locate the enemy. Tuesday night 
the Americans picked up three 
mortar positions with their ar- 
tillery radar units and silenced 
them in minutes. 


However, the Viet Cong kept 


hammering at forward positions 
with small arms. 


The division has been frus- 


trated in its attempts to coun- 
terattack because of two heavily 
populated villages near the Viet 
Cong positions. One of these vil- 
lages is the Catholic settlement 
of Hoi An. 
"There is not one Communist 
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living in my village," said the 
Vietnamese 
Catholic 
priest 


when a patrol went through the 
village. 


Mortar Fire 


The Viet Cong has been firing 


mortars from another small 
settlement nearby. 


Col. 
Simmons believes that 


the Viet Cong is interested par- 
ticularly in forcing his 2nd Bat- 
talion from a large patch of 
ground it occupies. 


"That place is interlaced with 


tunnels," he said. "I bet they've 
got an arms cache or something 
in there and want to get it out. 
We don't intend to let them." 


As dusk set in tonight, an air 


of 
tension settled over 
the 


troops They expected that the 
pattern of the past three nights 
— mortar fire and rifle bullets 
slicing into their positions — 
would be repeated again.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 


retary of Defense Robert.S. Mc- 
Namara returned from Viet 
Nam today and said the ratip of 
Viet Cong to government forces 
is "totally unacceptable." 


He appeared to indicate that 


he would go ahead with a rec- 
ommendation 
to 
President 


Johnson for-an increase in U.S. 
strength in South Viet Nam to 
offset this ratio. 


McNamara said that he, Am- 


bassador-designate Henry Cabot 
Lodge and Gen. Earle G. Wheel- 
er, Army chief of staff, who ac- 
companied him on the trip, 
would report to ."government 
officials" this morning. 


McNamara told newsmen that 


the Viet Cong guerrillas now 
total about 165,000 and that this 
compares with about 500,000 
South Vietnamese government 
forces. 


This, McNamara said, is "a 


totally unacceptable ratio." 


Officials have said in the past 


that a ratio of at least 10 to 1 is 
necessary to offset the hit-and 
run tactics of the guerrillas. 


McNamara was asked about 


his Saigon statement that he 
bad seen a .deterioration in the 
situation since his last visit 15 
months ago. 


His reply centered on the in- 


tensified attacks by the guerril 
las, especially in the increase o: 
terror activities against the ci 
vilian population. 


Then, he added that the situa- 


tion is not all black. 


He said that "the Viet Cong 


themselves are suffering very 
high casualties." 


He said one of the most vivit 


impressions he brought back 
from his trip was of the "high- 
est possible morale of American

WASHINGTON (AP) — Atty. 


Gen. Nicholas Katzenbach says 
the government fight against 
organized crime faltered for 
several months but has re- 
gained 
its 
momentum 
and 


should yield impressive results 
soon. 


He regards the effort against 


crime of all kinds as his most 
important task in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


He is convinced that the com- 


mitment of J. Edgar Hoover 
and the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation in combating the 
organized underworld is "be- 
yond question." 


He feels that the most serious 


threat posed by recent disclo- 
sures of unauthorized wiretap- 
ping is that it could kill the mor- 
ale of Internal Revenue Service 
jgents, who have been responsi- 
ble for 60 per cent of organized 
crime prosecutions. 


Crime Picture 


Katzenbach, attorney general 


since February but head of the 
department since th« resigna- 
tion of Robert F. Kennedy last 
September, discussed tht crime 


picture in an interview with The 
Associated Press. 


Sitting in on the interview 


were Ass't. Atty. Gen. Fred M. 
Vinson Jr., chief of the depart-

Agents 
were wondering whether I had 
the same status and outlook as 
Bobby Kennedy, whether Shel- 
don Cohen over at IRS would be 
the same as Mortimer Caplin, 
whether Joe Fowler would take 
the same line at Treasury as 
Douglas Dillon. 


"My crime experts told me it 


would be impossible not to expe- 
rience some sort of letup. But 
it's picked up now, and we're 
getting someplace. I don't see 
how you can say there's been 
any deterioration,in the effort." 


Katzenbach said the pace of 


prosecutions has been main- 
tained in tht New York City 


area. He predicted impressive 
results in the fight against Chi- 
cago's deep-rooted crime syndi- 
cate. 


"We're already getting some 


results in Chicago," he said, 
"and that's highly encouraging. 
You've got Sam Giancana in 
jail, and I think you can look for 
a steady stream of new cases in 
the next 18 months." 


Winter Changes 


During the winter transition, 


he recalled, "I met with all of 
our organized crime people to 
see that the momentum wasn't 
lost. I talked to President John- 
son at length on the subject, and 
he gave me carte blanche to 
push the program, even while I 
was only acting attorney gener- 
al." 


He added: "We've always 


boasted about the increase in 
the number of racketeering in- 
dictments and convictions since 
1960 — something like 1,200 per 
cent. Well, now these figures 
will tend to level off.

or "basal metabolism rate' 
test, but is being used more 
frequently. It is a blood test.

ties, and get down>to the'sort of 
problem that bothers a grea

many of us. 'The thyroid gland 
is more or less a ce wheel for 
our activity. If it is sluggish, we 
slow down. If it is overactive, 
tension and jitters are likely. 


But remember that the thy- 


roid doesn't necessarily tell the 
whole story- Obviously one's 
emotional outlook on life can 
have its effect. So can pres- 
sures, if any. under which you 
happen to be living. 


The 8.4 P.B.I, level is slightly 


above normal, and could indi- 
cate a mild degree of thyroid 
overactivity. Subtle hyperthy- 
roidism of this nature is not 
unusual in women of your age 
braket. 


Compensated by Medication 
This usually is readily com- 


pensated for by medication—a 
mild sedative, or sometimes one 
of the tranquflizers. (In very 
severe cases, sterner measures 
may be required, but that's 
another story. 


The mild or borderline cases

readily suspected.

The path south apparently 


was cleared last Thursday when

with city 
officials 
and 


worked out verbally a long term 
agreement for the use of the 
Orange Bowl. But the final con- 
tract must be drawn up with the 
new franchise holder. 


Still Opposition 


Besides

agreement on a contract for use 
of

stadium, 
the 
group 


awarded the franchise will have 
to pay the league in the neigh- 
borhood of $7.5 million. 


It is known, however, that 


there still is opposition in some

And much as we 
dislike it, it still appears that the war must 
be won on the ground even though the 
terrain favors the guerilla type of struggle 
the Viet Cong have inaugurated. 


In great part our conflict with the 


Russians right now is one of words and 
attitudes. It is a delicate business, much 
more so than all-out war because our aim 
is both to preserve peace and not lose. We 
have to present a firm determination not 
to retreat but we also must leave a pass- 
ageway to get out without appearing to 
back down too far. The threat of all-out 
war may be enough—but it may not.
